RENATO FASANO, Director and Conductor 

The members of this ensemble, being all soloists, have been listed alpha¬ 
betically. Which artist appears in any given work is determined entirely by 
artistic exigencies. 

The Virtuosi di Roma (called in Italy Collegium Musicum Italicum) was 
founded and directed by Renato Fasano with the avowed purpose of pre¬ 
senting programs containing rarely heard musical masterpieces. 

Nearly all of these works are given from original scores and in accord¬ 
ance with the tradition of the composer's time. The composition of the en¬ 
semble is such as used by Vivaldi in the Church of Pieta in Venice and as 
was frequently used by Bach and others, the conductors having a special 
function described by Iommelli and Galuppi as 'animatori', that is to say, 
'animating conductors'. 


To achieve the desired results required the selection of a group of 
leading Italian instrumentalists whose artistic ideals would permit them 
to unite in a common purpose of musical execution. Success has been 
accorded by press and public in over 600 public concerts, reaching its 
culmination in the tribute of Toscanini, who stated: "You are the great 
instrumental ensemble of this generation and I have felt exquisite pleasure 
in listening to you." 

THE ARTISTS 

RENATO FASANO, Director: Born in Naples; attended the National 
Conservatory San Pietro of Majella. Director and founder of Collegium 
Musicum Italicum of Rome (1947) and conductor of the aggregation of solo¬ 
ists known as the Virtuosi di Roma. From 1944 to 1947 was artistic director 
of the National Academy of St. Cecilia in Rome (Augusteo). Former director 
of the National Conservatory "Pierluigi da Palestrina"; director of the 
Conservatory "Benedetto Marcello" of Venice.

It is not 
sufficient to know and to play well or even beautifully the number arranged. 
It is not sufficient to have played the same program weeks before (and even 
to repeat it the next day) without incredible hours of practise and concen¬ 
tration. And so it is with every performance, hours of practise and mental 
work, and all things in addition to the never-ending finger practise — shall 
I call it — the technique."

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In the Beethoven concerto Mr. Heifetz had a work worthy of his gifts, and 
he gave it a memorable performance. His playing had all the virtues of 
understanding and simplicity that a mature artist could bring to this noble 
composition. Seldom has Mr. Heifetz played with greater penetration. 

The style was aristocratic without being aloof. The tone was pure and 
responsive to the subtlest requirements of light and shade. The phrasing 
was full of nuance, but there was no fussiness for the sake of effect. Every¬ 
thing in the way of virtuosity and control was ordered for the greatest good 
of the music. 

The tremendous first movement had power and drama, and there was 
unstinted bravura in the Auer cadenza here, which Mr. Heifetz almost per¬ 
suaded one was integral to the work. The last movement danced and sang 
with high spirits. But what one will remember longest is the song of the 
slow movement, played with breadth of feeling and a serene comprehension. 

Dimitri Mitropoulos and the Philharmonic gave Mr. Heifetz well-balanced 
support. The orchestra was in good form.
